Black and white stood 
toegether time and time again in ovation to this 
Alabama black, who on Monday evening reached a 
pinnacle in his profession and did it with dignity. 
As many baseball announcers rem arked, it was their 
greatest thrill in baseball. Imagine how much more it 
must, have meant to a boy born on a share-croppers 
farm in the deep South who might have dream ed but 
never believed that some day his nam e would stand in 
the Hall of F am e beside that of another great and 
beloved baseball player, Babe Ruth 
A lot of people have commented that the gam e of 
baseball our national pastime, has become dull and 
monotonous. Well, there was nothing monotonous 
about the baseball game in Atlanta on Monday evening 
when Aaron, apparently with great ease, tapped his 
715th home run and thus wrote his name on the pages of 
baseball historyy as one of the all-time greats. 
People who know him, says Aaron is a quiet man 
with immense integrity who is always thoughtful of 
others, and those who share his profession speak 01 
him with pride and affection. 
Heroes are made, not born, they say. Most of them 
become heroes by working hard and sticking to the 
rules, by tenacious fortitude and self pride. 
It is the heroes who have lifted this country s spirits 
above the strife and adversity through the years. 
Remember Abraham Lincoln, Booker T. Washington, 
General George Patton, John Kennedy, Nathan Hale 
and John Paul Jones, the list goes on and on. Each is 
his own way and through personal effort topped the 
summit in his profession and found a place in the 
hearts of men. They each gave their countrymen new 
ideals, new goals, new hope and renewed pride. 
I think we could do with a few more Hank Aarons 
along the way.

DEAR DR. LAMB - R ead ­ 
ing of your disapproval of fad 
diets, I think you should com ­ 
ment on some of the weight- 
losing program s I saw in my 
asso ciation with secon dary 
school wrestling. These are 
motivated by the desire to 
compete in a lighter weight 
class. 
It was quite common for 
heavier boys to lose 15, yes 15 
pounds or more the first night 
of practice. A close friend of 
mine lost a total of 19 pounds 
through the season to wrestle 
at lighter weight. He said the 
last few pounds really cam e 
off hard. All he ate for a week 
was an orange; on a heavy 
e xercise p ro gram to boot. 
M an y o f th em s e v e r e l y 
restricted drinking liquids a 
large part of the time. 
The idea was to eat like a 
king the weekend after the 
meet, and then starve, run in 
sweatsuits and take steam 
baths until the next meet. 
They som etim es took laxa­ 
tives for the sake of losing 
weight. I remember one with 
two or three pounds to lose 
about eight 
hours before 
weigh-in, so 
he ran and 
steamed until it was off. 
When the last meet was fin­ 
ished the friend who lost 19 
pounds put all 19 pounds back 
on in two days. I wish I knew 
w h e t h e r o r 
n o t 
t h e s e 
teenager:-: took ’'d o m in i or 
mineral supplements while 
they were fasting, hut I doubt 
that they did. 


OUT OUR W AY 


You would do a public 
service by warning of the 
p o ssib le r e p e r c u s s io n s ot 
such starving and drying out. 
My friend said that he had 
done things he wouldn't nor­ 
mally do the week he fasted. I 
find it 
horrible that our 
public schools cultivate such 
things. Don’t you? 


DEAR R EA D ER - That’s 
awful. As your letter demon­ 
strates in the ease of your 
friend who regained all 19 
pounds he lost in just two 
days, most of the loss w as 
water loss. This also m eans a 
loss of salt and m ajor distur­ 
bance in the body chemistry. 
U nder such c irc u m sta n c e s 
even the amount of blood in 
the body is d e c re a se d by 
eliminating water from the 
bloodstream. 


Your description is impor­ 
tant to other people losing 
weight because it points out 
that steam baths and a lot of 
these procedures, even when 
you lose 19 pounds, do not 
elim in ate fat — 
just the 
w ater the body norm ally 
needs. Most people don’t real­ 
ize that the normal body is 
about half water. Over 70 per 
cent of the weight of our mus­ 
cles is water. When you dry a 
p erso n out you se r io u sly 
affect the way all the vital 
cells in the body work, even 
those in the brain. Also, such 
people are more prone to 
faint.

DEAR (iiR E S — Several readers wrote that they used 


ammonia for this job. I tried it on both a brass-plated item 
and solid brass one. I was not happy with the results on the 
brass plate so do test a corner first. The old black tarnish 
poured off the solid brass sconce and it came clean hut 
looked dull. I like a sheen on brass so followed the-a.bow 
treatment with a quick going over with a powdered brass 
cleaner and the glow returned. 
Before working on a lighting fixture (if it has to remain 


hanging) be sure to turn the current off at the fuse box. 
Also cover anything under the fixture completely. 
Removing it will certainly save the arms. Be sure all old 
lacquer is off before starting to clean. Denatured alcohol 
(poison) or lacquer thinner should remove it. After fixture 
is shining and dry apply denatured alcohol again, let dry 
and then apply a transparent metal lacquer with a brush 
or spray it on. Be sure not to get fingerprints on the fix­ 
ture after the alcohol application or the lacquer will not 
stick This will prevent a big cleaning job in the future hut 
when the lacquer eventually dulls remove it and apply a 
fresh coat. This is going to be w ork any way you do it and, 
of course, the easiest and safest way would he to take tm 
fixture to a metal refinisher. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY - There are no shelves in my basement 
laundry’ area. Often a box of soap, sitting on the floor, is 
ruined by water. I now pour my soap into a no-longer used 
diaper bucket with a lid so even splashed water does not 
get into the soap and harden it. — PA I

the YMCA, 
several of the Tiny Tot 
classes have already filled, 
but there are openings still 
available at many pools. 
The Tiny Tot swim lessons 
are for boys and girls ages 
three through six years and 
are designed with two basic 
purposes in mind. 
"The program aims at 
helping each child his age 
feel comfortable in the water 
and learn a respect for the 
water,” Curtis said. 
After 
this goal 
is 
ac­ 
complished, then each child 
is then taught the basic skills 
of swimming. The final goal 
of each class for every age is 
that each child learn how to 
swim at the end of the class. 
‘‘Children this young age 
have to be approached at 
their own level in swim­ 
ming,” Curtis continues. 
“ Some children this age 
adapt to the water quickly 
and learn to swim very fast; 
other children have a dif­ 
ficult time becoming ac­ 
customed to the water in one 
two-week session.” 
The Tiny Tot classes are 
taught in backyard pools in 
the 
Plano 
and 
North 
Richardson area. Each Tiny 
Tot class is limited to six 
children of the same age and 
each class 
has 
tree 
in­ 
structors. 
The senior instructor at 
each pool is a person twenty- 
one years of age or older who 
is 
trained 
in 
teaching 
swimming to young children 
and someone who relates 
well to this age child. 
Curtis urges all parents 
who have a child age three, 
through six years to enroll 
them in the YMCA Tiny Tot 
swim program. According to 
the National Safety Council, 
drownings have become the 
third leading cause of ac­ 
cidental deaths in the United 


States and about two-thirds 
of the drowning victims did 
not know how to swim. 
“ Learning how to swim 
and water safety are very 
important for a child this 
young,” 
Curtis 
adds, 
“ Because learning to swim 
may save a life.” 
The Tiny Tot classes are 
divided by three year olds, 
four year olds and five and 
six year olds together. 
Three two-week sessions 
are being offered: June 3-13, 
June 17-27 and July 8-18. The 
basic class schedule at each 
pool is: 
9:30-10:10 a.m. - five and 
six year olds. 
10:20-10:50 a.rn.-four year 
olds. 
11:00-11:30 a.m. - three 
year olds. 
A list of the pools used in 
the Tiny Tot program is 
available at the YMCA of­ 
fice, 2601 Glencliff 424-8567. 
All sign-ups must be taken in 
person at the YMCA office.
